The Mirror of the 27th nit, has an 
editorial in answer to a statement 
made that the pnpiln in a certain In 
atitntion printing office never make 
np the forms, bat stand around and 
watch the foreman while he does the 
work. In the New York Institution 
Printing Office, there are boys who can 
make np nearly every kind of form, 
from a small curd form for the job 
press to a sixteen page form for the 
cylinder pre**. The abov 
office ha* two cylinder presses M well 
as a Washington hand press and 
two job presses — one a Gordon and 
the other a " Phenix " press — all of 
which are managed by the pupils em- 
ployed in the ofi> 

The method pursued in instructing 
them is first to sweep out the office, 
dean the roller*, and make the presses 
■bine. Great importance is placed 
on this first lesson, as the future 
habit* of the pupils will be baaed on 
the amount of care and exactness re- 
quired of him at the start, and all who 
understand the art of printing are well 
aware of the grtat necessity of being 
eareful over little things, as the entire 
business is a combination of trifles 
that make a most important whole. 
Tbeh when they have learned the case 
and can set np and empty a stick of 
reprint on to a galley, and pnll a 
proof ol it and correct it they are 
required to commit to memory the 
technical names of everything in 
the office, the nses of which are 
practically demonstrated, after which 
they are taught the different sizes 
of plain types and the various faces 
of some of the more important 
job types. They then return to the 
ease and get that practical insight 
into the art of type setting which ena- 
ble* them to understand the different 
styles of composition, and above all, 
gives them that practice in connected 
language which is so beneficial to pu- 
pile of a deaf-mute institution. When 
the pupil has become a fairly correct 
compositor, he is initiated into the 
mysteries of imposition, and instruct- 
ed in general and miscellaneous press- 
work.

the oflico whh established here, and 
placing it under tho immediate cure of 
the Trustees and Superintendent of 
tho Institution. 

At the time the law whh passed es- 
tablishing a printing office at tlie In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, it 
was the intention of ite framera to have 
a portion or all of tho State printing 
done there. This object, however, has 
pever been carried out for various 
i reasons, though none of them Men 

weighty when it, cornel bo the ques 

tion of saving thousands of dollars to 
the tax payers of the State. Well, no 
sooner had tho bill passed into a law 
than the (Jon tractor, who had been 
doing the printing of the State from 

time immemorial, and had thereby 
grown immensely rich, Bet about to 
throw every obstacle possible in the 
way to prevent the law from going 
into effect The Constitution of the 
State was overhauled, and in it, un- 
fortunately for the people who gener 
ally have to pay the fiddler, a clause 
Was found which answered the. Con 
tractor's purpose, viz., "That all 
printing for the State shall bo done 
by Contract." This provision has 

been the death blow to all attempts 
that have been made to have the State 

Printing done at the Institution. 
rue, several effort! have been made 
to induce tho Legislature to overcome 
this apparent rider in some manner, 
but whenever the subject was brought 
up the Contractors and their al Hants 
were on hand, and through their ex- 
ertions, the matter was quickly dis 
posed of in a manner that suited their 
wishes. It is not likely, unless a 
change in the State Constitution is ef- 
fected on tho subject, that tho print- 
ing oflico will over become a State af- 
fair. 

Taken for granted that this is to be 
the case, there is no reason then why 
the oflico should not bo under the 
immediate management of tho Trus- 
tees and Superintendent, tho sanio as 
the shoo shop is. 

With a change of political parties 
in control of the State every two 
years, a now Superintendent of Pub 
lio Printing comes in and ho in turn 
selects his man for Superintendent of 
the prini.'.ng department at tho Insti- 
tution. Heme there is a new man 
put in the office every two years, and 
just about tho time when be becomes 
familiar with tho language of the pu 
pils under his charge, ho has to give 
way for some one else. Under these 
circumstances it is plain that tho man 
thus in charge of the office, cannot en- 
ter heart end soul into the work of 
teaching thoso under his care, and 
which is especially necessary in the 
care of deal mutes. The real object 
for which he seeks the oflico is for the 
pay which is attached to it. This be 
ing the case, it makes little differ! 
with him how things run in the office, 
as the Institution authorities cannot 
hold him to account. Complaints 
from the pnpilB have boon frequently

Mr. Hart said that since the Com- 
mit tee had before considered the bill 
he had visited the school for the Deaf 
and Dumb at Cincinnati. He found 
three rooms, with fifteen pupils in 
each, in the Franklin-street Interme- 
diate building. This is nnder the su- 
perintendence of Mr. McGregor. The 
schools, he said, were kept up by the 
city, at an aggregate cost of f 1,00ft a 
yeai for teachers. He found further 
that Mr. Kunkel kept fourteen mute 
children, at a cost of *100 (Mich, for 
ten months in tho year. With this 
exception the other pupils were edu- 
cated at the expense of the city. In 
consideration of the rapid increase of 
Cincinnati in population and the large 

sums paid in the way of faxes by its 
citizens, Mr. Hart thought it no more 

than justneat that a branch school for 

mutes should be established und sus- 
tained in Cincinnati. 

There me now thirty seven pupils 
from Cincinnati in the State Institu- 
tion at Columbus, which is already 
overcrowded. 

Mi. Fey said bo bad tulkod with 
David Sin ton and Mr. Stettinius, gen- 
tlemen who had expended fortunes in 
charities, and both were strongly in 
favor of its passage. 

Mr. Davis said that the Hamilton 
County delegation did not understand 
the ground for the opposition to the 
bill. 

Mr. Thorp, member of the Commit- 
tee on Deaf and Dumb, said that the 
bill was regarded as an entering 
wedge for the erection of a large and 
costly building at Cincinnati. The 
members of the delegation corrected 
this misapprehension, saying that as 
long as the Scbuotzen Park building 
could bo procured at a nominal rent 
there would be no inducement what- 
ever to build. The members said fur 
ther that there was no question as to 
the oxcellent management the propos 
ed branch would have in case it was 
established. The bill was then taken 
under advisement by the Committee." 

Wednesday of this week, another 

bill was Introduced in the Legislature 

to establish a branch Institution for 

the Deal and Dumb. The location is 
Dot stated, hulas the author of the bill 
hails from Toledo, it is likely that city

The young man 
got embarrassed, flashed up, and 
gasped, thus revealing, according to 
the lady, the fact that be oould speak 
and hear as well as she could, and 
matters wore explained. A mnte 
teacher, who was looking on, says it 
was the richest thing of the kind she 
ever saw. and the lady says if he had 
not gasped, she might have been mo- 
tioning to bim still. 

Moral. If a person who tries to 
pass for a deaf-mute happens to gaip.

I see, 
however, no reason to change my opin- 
ion that the Convention conld be advan- 
ously deferred till 1881, although, 
if any one can be found to shoulder 
the expense of making arrangements 
ami other unavoidable items, and the 
voting can be forwarded fast enough 
to locate the proposed meeting, it 
it might be held the present summer, 
at a sacrifice of numbers. 

B.tt we shall see what we shall Bee, 
meantime, who is the " Head Centre " 
of this project?
